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Strong faculty, interest in students are assets

ON ONE Saturday morning each month, 
the faculty members of the API School 
of Agriculture file into a classroom and 
take seats on the students’ side of the 
lectern. 

The teachers-turned-students con- 
duct lively discussions on how to im- 
prove the teaching of agriculture. They 


hear lectures on classtoom teaching 
techniques, visual aids and guidance; 
they find out what employers look for 


in agricultural graduates. 

The monthly seminars were begun 
In the 1954-55 school year, under the 
leadership of a faculty committee. In 
evaluating the program at the end 
of its first year, the committee found 
that although it was voluntary, most 
.of the 100 teachers in the School of 
Agriculture had attended regularly. 
Teachers were enthusiastic in rec- 
ommending that the seminars be con- 
tinued. 

Discussion topics for the 1955-56 sem- 


inars were suggested to the planning 
committee by many faculty members. 
To stimulate interest further, the com- 
mittee. decided to hold a symposium on 


teaching improvement in addition to the 
regular monthly sessions. 


Teacher responsibility 
A THREE-DAY symposiunrwas held in 


March, with the entire API faculty in- 
vited, 

The faculty committee selected Dr. 
George H. White of Oklahoma A. and 
M. College as keynote speaker. Dr. 
White is director of general education 


and student personnel for the School of 
Arts and Sciences at Stillwater. 

He placed responsibility for teach- 
ing directly on the professor, believ- 
ing “if the student has not learned, 
the teacher has not taught.” Dr. White 
further emphasized a teacher's re- 
Sponsibility in developing scholarship 
and building character. He advocated 
a plan of liberal education even for 
Students in technical fields.

“Lots of students fail because they don’t 
try, but I know some who tried hard 
and failed due to lack of guidance,” he 
Said. 

The “best” teachers are enthusiastic 
about their subjects and ‘transmit their 
enthusiasm to théir students. Students 
do not always want an “easy” professor; 
they want one who has a technical 
knowledge of his field and a friendly 
but firm classroom manner, Mr. Bruns 
said. He added, “The good teacher 
works ‘with,’ not ‘on’ his students.” 


Concern for students

dividual student is typical of the faculty 
as a whole. This genuine faculty in-

Each year every 
department receives numerous requests 
from Southern businesses and industries 
for Auburn graduates.

“THERE is a pressing need for people 
with good advanced training,” Dean 
Smith noted, Traditionally, research, 
college teaching and extension. have-re- 
quired men with master’s and doctor's 
degrees. Now industries and businesses 
are beginning to employ agricultural 
workers with advanced training. 

Auburn offers master’s degrees in 
all agricultural curricula. Doctoral 
work may be taken in four depart- 
ments: animal husbandry and nu- 
trition, botany and plant pathology, 
poultry husbandry, and zoology-en- 
tomology. 

About 10 per cent of the agricultural 
students enter graduate work. 

The first four doctor of philosophy 


degrees awarded by Auburn, June, 
1955, were earned by agricultural ma- 
jors. Dr. Clemens J. Ackerman, MS, “ 
52, Dr. Herman Davis Alexander, ’50, 
and Dr. Howard Francis Tucker, 49, 
worked in the field of animal husband< 
ry and nutrition. Dr. Ackerman is now 
on the bio-chemistry and _ nutrition . 
staff at Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
while Dr. Alexander and Dr. Tucker 
remained at Auburn. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman Khan Zobairi,. 
MS, '52, worked in the field of fish 
management, in the department of zo- 
ology-entomology.

No laboratory sessions 
are needed in beginning classes taught 
in this manner. 

Lack of space is. a problem for this 
department, too. Some graduate classes 
have to meet in offices, according to Dr. 
J. A. Lyle, head of the department. 


The department has a strong staff, 
with nine of the 10 senior faculty mem- 
bers holding doctoral degrees. Both 
master’s and doctoral work is offered 
in the department. Doctoral candidates 
may specialize in basic or applied bot- 
any, basic or applied aspects of plant 
physiology including herbicides, and in 
plant pathology, with emphasis in ne- 
matology. 


Nematology center 


AUBURN IS developing one of the two 
Southern teaching and research centers 
for »nematology. 

Nematodes are parasitic microscopic 
worms, which may be found in plants, 
soil or in animals, An enormous number 
of these worms have been identified; 
many are résponsible for damage to 
crops. 

Dr. E. J. Cairns, who heads the 
work at Auburn, came to API in 
1954, The next year the school receiv- 
ed a $45,000 Rockefeller grant to help 
set up a teaching and research pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Cairns supervises graduate studies 
in nematology. He also teaches one un- 
dergraduate course in nematode diseases 
of plants, dealing with symptoms of in- 
fection and control of the worms. 

API's first master’s degree in. nema- 
tology was awarded to Eugene B. Sledge, 
*49, in December, 1955. 

A strong graduate program has been 
set up. Doctoral candidates may have 
previous training in either botany and 
plant pathology or in zoology and en- 
tomology. 

Two United States Department of 
Agriculture workers will enter Auburn 
this fall to begin doctoral work. Several 
other doctoral students are expected. 

The establishment of a training and 
research center in nematology at Au- 
burn is important because of the 
acute shortage in the field. Interest 
in the parasites is fairly recent, but is 
growing rapidly as more farmers and 
agricultural workers realize the tre- 
mendous damage nematodes cause an- 
nually, 

Although the program at Auburn is 
barely two years old, Auburn has ac- 
complished a great deal. Two short 
courses on nematodes for professional 
workers have been held, with a third 
conference set in the fall of 1956. Au- 
burn workers are writing a manual on 
plant nematodes, that will be used as a 
textbook, 


Dairy husbandry. 


STUDENTS in the department of dairy 
husbandry are offered a choice of ma- 
jors. Those interested in working with 
dairy herds may elect dairy produc- 
tion, while men who want training for 
commercial work take dairy manufac- 
turing and processing.

A BILL to provide an atomic reactor 
for Alabama Polytechnic Institute died 
in the Alabama Senate on the final ‘day 
of the special educational session. Al- 
though it had been. passed by the House 
of Representatives, the bill was caught 
in Senate adjournment proceedings 
April 5.

program of both Instruction and re- 
search at Auburn. A $500,000 appro- 
priation for the construction of a re- 
actor and a $50,000 annual appro- 
priation for operation were included. 
Gen. Lewis A. Pick, chairman of: the 
Alabama Planning and Industrial Board, 


has described the reactor: as “vitally 
mMeeded” in the state today, “Without 
such a reactor, Alabama is in danger 
of falling behind in the race among 


Southern states for development of nu- 
clear energy for industrial purposes,” he 
Baid. 


Training, research 
IN TESTIMONY before both House and 


Senate committees, Dr. Howard Carr, 
head of API’s physics department, de- 
Scribed the nuclear program as “pri-

He said the reactor would be used in 
the following ways: 

(1) To provide facilities for training 
both “graduates and undergraduate stu- 
dénts in nuclear science and engineering.

AUBURN’S annual appropriation was 
reduced $205,000 by the special spring 
session of the Alabama Legislature call- 
ed to consider educational problems. 

Dr. David W. Mullins, API’s executive 
vice president, pointed. out that appro- 
priations for all educational purposes 
were reduced by slightly more than $3,- 
000,000 by the Legislature in an effort 
to balance the budget. 

Auburn’s cuts were made in the fol- 
lowing manner:

Agricultural research ...... 37,200 
Extension service ........... 39,300 
Educational TV 3,500 
Engineering research 3,500 


“We fully recognize the problems the 
Legislature faced in its efforts to bal- 
ance’ the educational budget,’’ Dr. Mul- 
lins said. “Nevertheless, Auburn urgent- 
ly needs these funds now, because of 
continuing enrollment increases. At the 
earliest possible moment, Auburn will 
ask for legislative action to restore these 
appropriations.”

Mr. Steele uses the latest variety of 
DPL cotton. If weather permits, he be- 
gins planting the last week in March. 
“Year after year, I have found that early 
planting produces the best yields,” he 
observed. 

He works closely with the county 
agent and assistant agent and soil con- 
servation programs, following recom- 
mendations for fertilizing.

or nurseries. This field offers bright ca- 
reers for women. 

In a recent survey, Dr. T. Ben Hag- 
ler, ’39, associate professor, found that 
67 per cent of the department’s grad- 
uates are now engaged in some phase 
of horticulture. 

L. M. Ware, '14, head of the horticul - 
ture department, and staff members 
make excellent use of field trips in 
teaching. Students visit nurseries, 
flower shops, and the Chilton County 
berry and peach packing sheds in 
fruit season. 

A truck crops class makes an annual 
trip to the Atlanta market. Students 
harvest and package their produce at 
Auburn. Then they go to Atlanta, where 
they spend the night. At 4 a.m. they are 
up, competing with other growers at 
the market. This provides valuable ex- 
perience. Future classes will go to Birm- 
ingham, since a new market has. been 
opened there. 

General horticulture students. work 
in the. student orchards and gardens. 
Ornamental students learn how to grow 
and care for flowers. Before graduation, 
each student must work three months in 
a greenhouse, nursery, flower’shop or 
at'a landscape sales lot. 

A new collegiate branch of the Ameri- 
can Society of Horticultural Science was 
organized at Auburn in 1955. 


Poultry husbandry 


THE RAPID growth of the poultry in- 
dustry in the South has brought a tre- 
mendous demand for trained men, Dale 
F. King, head of Auburn’s poultry hus- 
bandry department, said. 

The department is Known for its 
work in developing the Auburn strain 
of White Leghorn, development of 
multiple coccidiosis vaccines and the 
cage-laying system. 

Many students work at the poultry 
farm, caring for flocks used in teaching. 
Students can observe the various stages 
of an entire poultry production program 
at any time, because new chicks are 
started each week under the broiler pro- 
ject. While incubation is taking place, 
day-old to market-age chicks are being 
fed in other areas. In still other houses, 
cleaning and disinfecting are underway 
in preparation for new chicks. A few 
hatching and breeder flocks and some 
turkeys are also used in teaching. 

About one-fourth of the poultry 
students go on to graduate work. Stu- 
dents may specialize in nutrition, 
genetics or disease and parasites. Al- 
though disease and parasite work is 
found in the veterinary schools of 
most colleges, Auburn has developed 
this field in association with produc- 
tion phases of poultry. 

The poultry department offers doc- 
toral work in cooperation with the de- 
partments of zoology-entomology and 
animal husbandry and nutrition. 

Like other departments in the School 
of Agriculture, offices and laboratory 
rooms .are shared by three or more 
teachers. The department is located at 
the Poultry Farm, about a mile south of 
the main campus. One room of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Building is set aside for 
poultry lectures. 

New among the clubs on Ag Hill is 
the Poultry Club. Student members held 
a chicken barbecue at the 1955 Home- 
coming as the first major event under 
the club’s sponsorship. Plans are to 
make the barbecue an annual affair for 
alumni and visitors at Homecoming 
The club also stages field trips to va- 
vious poultry centers in Alabama. 


Zoology-entomology 


THE DEPARTMENT of zoology-ento« 
mology teaches more students from 
other schools than it does agricultural 
majors. While all departments teach 
some ‘“‘service’’ courses for non-major 
students, zoology has the heaviest load 
of these classes in the Schoo! of Agri- 
culture, 

Dr. F. S. Arant, '26, head of the de- 
oartment, estimated 2,000 students take 
general zoology every 12. months. By 
scheduling classes at nine hours — 
from 7 a.m. through 3 p.m.—the de- 
partment can teach.a maximum of 450 
in the beginning course each quarter, 
Students are divided into groups of 25 
for laboratory work in Comer Hall. 
students may specialize 
in four areas: zoology (animal) 
sciences, entomology (insects and 
insect control), fisheries management 
and game management (wild life.) 

Students from India, Pakistan, and 
the Philippines have come to Auburn 
to study fisheries management undef 
H. S; Swingle. Professor Swingle has a 
world-wide reputation as both a teachef 
and research worker. 

Doctoral work is offered in fisheries 
magement, zoology, entomology and 
game management,
